The Northland Arrows Line, 
which travels from Barrhead 
through Sion and thence to Alcom- 
dale is not allowed to convey pas- 
sengers from this dist rict and 
travels two miles south then di- 
rectly to Highway No. 2.

EDITORIAL PAGE 


Throughout the 37 year-old history of 
the Canadian Red Cross Society in Alberta, 
the people of the province have met many 
challenges, and not been found waiting. Dur- 
ing the First World War, during the depres- 
sion of the ’30’s, during the Second World 
War and up to the present time, Albertans 
have shown that they are Red Cross workers. 
No ideal has been too high-reaching for them 
to attain. 

Because of the work it does, Red Cross 
must continue. It is Red Cross that gives 
Albertans free Blood Transfusion Service, 
Junior Red Cross, Disaster Relief, Outpost 
Hospitals, Veterans Aid, Swimming and 
Water Safety and care to their crippled 
children. 

This work must be continued for the 
good of all. No one knows when disaster 
will strike, when illness will require bottles 
of blood and plasma, when the babe in your 
house will need orthopedic care beyond 
your finances. 

This year, Red Cross is asking Albertans 
to contribute $400,000 to continue its work. 
Red Cross is planning to spend in Alberta 
this vear, a total of nearly $600,000. 

The care of crippled children looms fore- 
most in the minds of Alberta people at 
present for it is this year, on March 3, that 
Alberta’s Red Cross Crippled Children’s 
Hospital will formally open its doors. Its sup- 
port is up to Albertans, for while it is true 
that the hospital is necessary, it is equally 
true that we must not fail in helping its run- 
ning expenses. 

There is no more worthy work than that 
of Red Cross. When you contribute to its 
yearly campaign, you are merely paying a 
premium to ensure that the “work of mercy 
never ends”. 


Conscription 


The Prime Minister has turned thumbs 
down on proposals for immediate institution 
of compulsory military service. While sup- 
porting the principle of compulsory military 
training, he says it is not a military neces- 
sity now and would place an undue burden 
on our national economy. 

We admire Mr. St. Laurent for speaking 
out for conscription, in spite of criticism he 
is bound to get from his own people in 
Quebec. We never could understand why 
anyone would not want conscription § for 
home defence, Certainly if the top brass 
among the military in Ottawa think it 1s 
necessary, no considerations of political ex- 
pediency should cause a day's delay in pass- 
ing the necessary order-in-council. 

The United States has just extended the 
period of military training from 18 months 
to 27 months. If every young man in Can 
ada, upon reaching the age of 17!4 or 18 
years were inducted into the Army, Air 
Force or Navy, and then released (provided 
there is by then no shooting war), it would 
not be any great loss to the labor supply. A 
lot of young hooligans would be taught to 
drive a tank or a gun tractor, instead of get- 
ting into police court for stealing cars. 

Barring the advent of a great war, call- 
ing for full mobilization, we would in a few 
years have a fully trained reserve army of 


many thousands of young men. We need 
such a program of military training. We 
need it now

Last week Canadian troons went into 


action for the first time in Korea, It reminded 
us of a similar day, June 6, 1944, to be exact, 
when Canadians went into action, spouting 
fire and death on the bloody beaches of Nor- 
mandy while Canadians at home prayed un- 
ashamedly in homes and in churches. 

Tt isn’t sufficient for us at this time to 
try and analyze the reasons why Canadians 
are fighting in another Our boys are 
“over there’ now and more are soon to be 
despatched to Korea, They are undergoing 
their baptism of fire. Meanwhile civilians may

We have an idea that the Christian atti- 
tude of feeding our potential enemies is better 
that killing them, and cheaper in the long 
run, The Government is to be commended on 
using this method of helping forestall revolt 
in India while at the same time fighting to 
keep the peace in Korea.

But the printers have 
now been largely dispersed along with many key 
staff members, the machinery is being moved out 
and the Southams have a _ strangle-hold on the 
newsprint supply. They claim they didn’t buy the 
Bulletin but they got the life-blood of the paper 
the newsprint quota, without any other publisher 
getting an opportunity to bid for it. IT don’t know

With absolutely no regard for the welfare of 
the employees of the paper they bought out, the 
Southam chain stands to make a cool $200,000.00 
per year over and above their former profits. 

By and large, daily newspapers’ circulation 
for the newsprint, but the Journal 
will get paid twice for the extra newsprint they 
use. A few days after the Bulletin went out of 
business they increased their advertising rate by 
about 56c per column inch, ostensibly to pay for 
the newsprint taken up by the extra circulation 
that gravitated to them with the demise of their 
competitor. 

The extra circulation will bring them $200,- 
000,00 per year additional revenue. Not bad-—-when 
you can gobble up the competition and increase your 
profits by a million dollars every five years! 

Don't be surprised to see the Southam interests 
buy out competitors in other cities such as Van- 
Calgary and perhaps snap up other inde- 
pendent papers in one-paper towns such as Medicine

Furore Rising Over Naming 
Of Caigary’s Stampede Corral

What’s ina name? A lot of people are asking this ques- 
tion throughout Alberta following the furore that has been 
stirred up over the naming of Calgary’s new arena “Stampede 


Corral.” 
Some work fer fame and great- 
ness — others have it thurst 


upon them. Pompeii met disaster 
in the eruption of the voleano 
Vesuvius, Rome was burned by 
Nero, London had its great Plague 
San Francisco its earthquake, Na- 
gasaki its atomic bomb, and Cal- 
gary the “Stampede Carral.” 
And, like an atom bomb, earth- 
quake, fire and eruption, “The 
Corral” has rocked Calgary to 
its very foundations. It may have 
been a mere coincidence, but 
the Bow River for two weeks 
had been jammed with ice, flood-

Sturgeon Ratepayer’s Meeting 


Spirited discussion on a variety of subjects prevailed at 
the annual meeting of ratepayers of Sturgeon Municipal Dis- 
trict held in Bon Accord last Saturday. 


A large crowd attended the 
meeting. 

Minutes of the meeting follow: 

Returning Officer Mr. Glen 
Storie opened the meeting before 
a very large attendance, and re- 
quested that a chairman be ap- 
pointed from the floor. 

It was moved by H. Allen that 
Glen Storie be chairman of the 
meeting. Carried. 

It was moved by G. Wilkinson 
that nominations close. 

Mr. Glen Storie was 
chairman. 

Chairman then called for a sec- 
retary to be appointed for the 
meeting. 


elected 


It was then moved by Mr. Rows- 
well that Mr. Walters act as 
secretary for the meeting. Car- 
ried, 

The secretary read the minutes 
of the last ratepayers meeting 
held at Gibbons on Saturday, Feb, 
18, 1950. It was moved by W. L. 
Sharp and seconded by Mr. Cyr 
that the minutes be adopted as 
read, Carried. 

The chairman then asked the 
meeting if they wished the finan 
cial statement and the reeve's re- 
port read. It was moved by Mr. 
L. Rve and seconded by Mr, Wil- 
kinson that the financial state- 
ment be accepted as read, and 
proceed to discuss same. Carried 

It was also moved by Mr. Bent 
ley and seconded by Mr. Stickney 
that the reeve’s report be read by 
the reeve. Carried. 


DISCUSSION ON 
FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


Question: It is noticed that the 
secretary receives $8,200 but that 
the assessor received $8,598.10. 

Answer: The assessor often will 
have an assistant employed and 
the amount paid to the assesor 
covers assistant’s wages and mile- 
are 

Question: Town planning $640, 
What is that for? 

Answer: The Edmonton District 
Planning Commission was formed 
to deal with problems arising 
from location of main roads lead- 
ing into the city, extension of 
utilities beyond the city limits, 
regulating residential develop- 
ment of and outside the fringes 
of the city. The amount of $640 
is our membership fee, being 4 
per cent of the operating cost 

Mr. Rye: What is the personne! 
of the Town Planning Commis. 
sion? 

Answer It comprise three 
members from the Prov. Govern- 
ment, one from the City of Ed- 
monton, one from Towns of Bev 
erly, Morinville, St. Albert, De- 
von, Ft. Sask., Jasner Place and 
sLeduc, and one each of M.D.s 

lain, Ledue and Sturgeon 

Question: Machinery and re- 
Strathcona, Morinville, Stony, 
pairs $21,881. Does thi 
labor?

chinery and repairs only, except 
when the machinery happens to be 
having an overhaul in the city, 
and the machinery company has 
one of their own men working on 
the repairs, then that labor is

Material $458,293, 
What is this amount made up of 
does it include labor? 

Answer: Mostly gravel, culverts 
and some bridge material. Gravel 
would include truckers’ waves, 
but our contracts do not call for 
paying the truckers. 

Question: Under — supervision 
you have an amount of $1,151 for 
councillors, Would it not pay the 
council to hire an engineer? 

Answer: It would cost consid- 
erably more to hire an engineer. 

Question: What does $1,606.60 
for Weed Inspectors cover? 

Answer: One Weed Inspector 
was paid $1,206.60 and another 
$400, 


Question 


Mr. Rye: I notice an amount of 
$420.17 for subscriptions and ad- 
vertising. What is that for? 

Answer: The council supplied a 
local newspaper to our residents 
for three months through the 
Community Publications at $1 per 
ratepayer and under the contract 
the Municipality obtalns all our 
advertising and publication of 
all council meetings. The matter 
of continuing the newspaper con- 
tract is on the agenda for discus- 
sion. 

Question: There is an amount of 
$66.50 under weeds. What does 
this consist of? 

Mr. Holmes: We bought a 
sprayer and chemicals as an ex- 
periment to see if the weeds along 
the road allowances could be 
eradicated with the chemical, and 
was used in my Division and used 
on a Yoad four and one-half miles 
east of Gibbons and back. In my 
opinion it proved satisfactory and 
I believe if used on all roads 
would eliminate the weeds. 

Jack Holmes: On vage four it 
shows $50,000.00 capitalized and 
this amount does not agree with 
Capital Evnenditures 
$68,494.05, 

Answer: The $50,000.00 is for 
streets and roads for 1950 and if 


shown as 


you will refer to page eight under 
Capital Exnenditure vrovided out 
of revenue, you will see the 
various amounts which make up 
the $68,494.05, and ineluded in 
that amount is the $50,000.00 to 
which you refer and the balance 
on machinery. 

Question: On public works, some 
councillors get more than others 
and it does not seem right that a 
rouncillor should get a portion of 
the mill rate on the assessment 
n his division, especially if it so 
happens that no highway goes 
through that division. 

Answer: Whilst the Municipal 
Act states that no councillor will 
receive more than 50 per cent of 
the Municipal Tax based on asses- 
sed values, in this district it has 
been the practice of the higher 
assessed divisions to grant part of 
the. amount allowed to them to 
lower assessed divisions. 

Question: Farmers’ donations 
on gravelling roads. Is there any 
special amount set for each farm- 
er? 

H. Stack: No. When a group of 
farmers on a certain road want 
that road gravelled, they are told 
the estimated cost for cravelling, 
how much the Municipality can 
allow and the balance to be made 
up by the farmers. It is left to 
the farmers to agree among them- 
selves what each is vrenared to 
pay. Those aloneside the road 
contribute more than those say 
who are a half or one mile off. 

\ request from the floor was 
made, if it was nossible to aseer- 
tain the number of ratepayers 
present at the meeting, as_ it 
seemed to be one of the largest 
numbers to be nresent at a rate- 
payers’ meetine, and suggested 
that the chairman annoint a com- 
mittee to count the number pres- 
ent. Chairman Glen Storie an- 
pointed two from the floor to do 
the counting, and later it was 
announced that 351 nersons were 
present at the meeting. 

At this point the chairman an- 
nounced that it was 8 o'clock 
and he was open to receive nomi- 
nations for Councillor for Division 
8 and Councillor for Division 4, 
and that nominations would be 
open from 8 to 4 o'clock, and 
suggested that a recess might be 
in order at this time so that he 
could receive nominations. 

It was moved by Mr. Rowsell 
and second by Mr. L. Garon 
that the meeting adjourn for 15 
minutes whilst nomination papers 
were being received. Carried. 

Meeting resumed at 3:20 and 
Reeve Rowswell read his report 
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and answered several questions 
regarding hospitalization for all 
ratepayers at $1 per day. 

Question: Snow fencing.—Does 
@ ratepayer have to buy snow 
fencing for his road? 

Answer: No. Two years ago a 
request was received from the 
ratepayers to purchase some snow 
fencing, so that any farmer who 
wished to purchase some to pro- 
tect his lane, or a particular piece 
of road, could do so, at cost. 


Question: Assessment of 100 
per cent on small acreages would 
mean quite an increase in taxes 
for the small acreage farmer, and 
that where the owner has more 
than one parcel, that the income 
from all the parcels should be 
taken into consideration, and not 
just that parcel upon which the 
buildings were situate. 

Answer: Tne Assessment Act 
was changed for assessment on 
improvement in the rural areas to 
conform with the Assessment for 
Villages and Towns which is 100 
per cent on improvements. 

It was then moved by Mr. Fraser 
and seconded by Mr. Ozipko that 
the Reeve's report be accepted. 
Carried. 

INSPECTOR'S 
REPORT 


The Municipal Inspector's re- 
port for 1950 was read to the 
meeting in accordance with the 
Municipal Districts Act. There 
were no comments from the floor 
on this report, and it was moved 
by L. Rye and seconded by W. 
Sharpe that the Municinal Inspec- 
tor’s report be accepted. Carried. 
HOSPITALIZATION 
$1.00 PER DAY 

Reeve Rowswell gave a detailed 
explanation regarding Hospitaliza- 
tion Plan at $1.00 ner day, point- 
ing out if the Municipality enter- 
ed into a contract with the hos- 
pitals that the ratepayer would 
Pay a general ward rate of $1.00 
per day, and the balance of $4.50 
would be taken care of by the 
Municipality, and the provincial 
vovernment refunding to the 
Municipality 50 per cent or $2.25 
per day. Also that provision would 
also be made for non-ratepayers 
who would have to enter into a 
contract with the Municipality at 
a rate of $5.00 for single persons 
and $7.50 for married persons, 
such contract being for a year 
at a time. 

Question: Where a person has 
a contract with the Blue Cross 
for hospitalization, or with an in- 
surance company, how would such 
contracts work under the muni- 
cipal plan? 

Answer: The Municipality 
would be charged under its con- 
tract with the hospitals, and my 
opinion would be that the Blue 
Cross or insurance company would 
also pay the cost of hospitalization 
to the individual. It would seem 
to me that you would actually have 
double indemnity. 

Question: If the By-Law is 
passed by the Municinalitv, when 
would it come into overation? 

Answer: IT think it would prob- 
ably take two months. The By-Law 
would have to be passed by the 
council, then it would have to be 
forwarded to the Dept. of Public 
Health for approval, and your 
council would have to enter into 
discussion with the various hospi- 
tals regarding a contract. 

Question: What hospitals would 
the Municipality approach for such 
a contract? 

Answer: The four Edmonton 
Hospitals, and the Immaculata 
Hospital at Westlock. 

It was moved by Mr. Bentley 
and seconded by Mr. Sharne that 
this meeting is in favor of the 
Municipality entering into a con- 
tract with the hosnitals for $1.00 
per day rate and recommend that 
the council pass the necessary 
Hospital By-Law. The vote was 
practically unanimous, only. six 
or seven voting against. 

Chairman at this point stated 
the hour for nominations was 
now up, and that nominations for 
councillors would now close. He 
had received for Division 8, two 
nominations, one for Alex D, Car- 
ruthers and one for Geo. Carle- 
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ton, so that there would be an 
election in Division 8, and this 
election would take place one 
month from today—that is on the 
17th of March, from 9 o'clock 
in the forenoon unitl 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon. Deputy Return- 
ing Officers for Division 3 would 
be as follows 


W. H. Kemp for Sunny Side 
District; polling place, Sunnyside 
Hall. 


Michaei Holmes for Robinhood 
District; polling place, M. Holmes’ 
House, N.W. 9-56-24-4. 

J. E. Carruthers for Carbon- 
dale Disrtict; polling place, Car- 
bondale School. 

W. H. Deedman for Bon Accord 
District; polling place, Bon Ac- 
cord Community Hall. 

W. H. Kemp, Michael Holmes, 
J. E. Carruthers and Harold Mel- 
lick as enumerators. 

Also, for Division 4 he had re- 
ceived four nominations for coun- 
cillor and that there would be an 
election in Division 4 to be held 
on the 17th of March, 1951. The 
following were nominated for Divi- 
sion 4: M. G. Hills, Paul Laskiw- 
ski, Paul Montpetit and J. Zadu- 
nayski, and the following would 
be the Deputy Returning Officers 
for Division 4: 

R. Prefontaine, district: all 57- 
24-4 and West half of 57-23-4; 
polling house, S.W. 27-57-24-4. 

J. Keane, district: all 58-24-4 
and W. half 658-28-4; poll, P. 
Slobogeon house, N.E. 15-58-24-4. 

Fred Davis, district: all 59-24-4 
and W. half of 59-28-4; pol], K. 
Moffatt’s house, N.E. 10-59-24-4 

Robt. Montpetit, Walter Kostiw 
and Leo Garon as enumerators. 

It was moved from the floor 
that a hearty vote of thanks be 
tendered to Mr. Henry Stack for 
the faithful service rendered to 
the ratepayers of Division 4 dur- 
ing his 30 years service. Carried. 

Coun. Stack in responding to 
the vote, said he had put in 30 
years as councillor and during 
that time had endeavored to do 
what he thought was best for 
the ratepayers and served the pub- 
lic to the best of his ability. The 
time had now come when someone 
else should take his place, and 
he took this opportunity to thank 
the ratepayers for their support 
in the past, and the council and 
office staff for their co-operation 
during his term of office. 

It was suggested from the floor 
that the council present Coun. 
Stack with a suitable present, as 
was done in the case of Coun. 
McLean, showing the appreciation 
of the ratepayers to Coun. Stack 
for his long service to the rate- 
payers. 

It was moved by Mr. Garon that 
all the men nominated for coun- 
cillor go to the front of the hall 
so that all present could see the 
men who had been nominated to 
fill the vacancies. All candidates 
were then brought forward amid 
applause. 

A vote of thanks was also 
rendered to Coun. Potter from 
the floor for his 10 years’ ser- 
vice, to which Mr. Potter suitably 
responded, 


COMMUNITY 
PUBLICATIONS 

The Reeve in his report stated 
the council had entered into a 
three months’ contract with the 
Community Publications to fur- 
nish a local newspaper to all 
our ratepayers at a rate of $1.00 
per year, and that all advertising 
by the Municipality and publi- 
cations of notices and minutes of 
the council meetings would be 
free of charge. You have had 
this local paper on trial and it 
is now up*to you to say whether 
you wish your council to con- 
tinue furnishing you with the 
local paper. 

Question: I think this local 
paper is a very good idea and I 
like it, but there are so many 
different papers, and it seems to 
me that we should have one paper 
to serve the whole of the Munici- 
pality. Some people get the Mor- 
inville paper, some the Legal, 
Thorhild, Redwater, Gibbons and 
The Edmonton Star, and all the 
news of M.D. of Sturgeon is not 
in all these papers. 
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Mrs. Pue in reply stated that 
it was through the advertising in 
all these papers, that the Com- 
munity Publications were able to 
furnish the ratepayers with the 
paper at $1.00 per year. By having 
the various papers serving the dif- 
ferent communities, they got more 
advertising and so were able to 
publish the newspaper at such a 
low rate. However, if it was neces- 
sary that only one paper for M.D. 
of Sturgeon be furnished, the 
question could be gone into, to see 
if it was possible. 

Question: If there is to be more 
than one newspaper to service the 
district, it should be possible for 
the residents to name the paper 
they would like. 

Mrs. Pue: All you have to do is 
to notify us what paper you re- 
quire and we will see that paper 
is sent to you. 

Question: Some of us get two 
and three papers and some of us 
don’t wet it at all. Can you account 
for that? 

Mrs. Pue: If you will let us 
know, or your secretary, we will 
see that you get the paper. As 
this has just been in operation 
for a short while, it is possible 
there is a little confusion on the 
part of our staff, which will be 
remedied as soon as we know 
about it. 

It was moved by Mr. H. Allen 
and seconded by Mr. Geo. Wilkin- 
son that this meeting request the 
council to enter into a contract 
with Community Publications on 
a yearly basis, to furnish the rate- 
payegs with a local paper at a 
cost of $1.00 per ratepayer per 
year. Carried. 

Question: I would like to bring 
up the matter of Weeds and Weed 
Inspectors. It cost us for two 
weed inspectors the sum of $1,- 
606.60 and we don’t seem to be 
getting anywhere with our weeds. 
In fact we are getting more and 
more, and it seems to be that 
our weed inspectors are just 
policemen. They tell you you have 
weeds and to get rid of them but 
they don’t tell you the methods to 
use to get rid of them. Most other 
municipalities have Agricultural 
Service Boards, and they do good 
work. Sure they cost money, but 
IT believe we would be better off 
with the Service Board, as they 
seem to be getting rid of weeds 
in their districts. Again, in some 
municipalities they give free go- 
pher noison and this helns to get 
rid of some of the gonhers. Even 
if we have to nay more taxes 
for such a service, I believe the 
farmers as a whole would benefit 
more than we are at present with 
weed inspectors.

Early Prophet Condemned 
Hypocricy In Religion 


Isaiah, the greatest of the Hebrew prophets, condemned 
hypocritical worship, just as his predecessors had done. 


Amos declared: “I hate, I de- 
spise your feasts and I will take 
no delight in your solemn essem- 
blies... But let justice roll down 
as waters and righteousness as a 
mighty stream.” 

Hosea said: “Il desire good- 
ness, and not sacrifice, and the 
knowledge of God more than 
Micah said: 
“He hath showed thee, O man 


burnt offerings.” 
what is good; and what doth Je 
hovah require of thee but to do 
justly and to love kindness, and 
to walk humbly with thy God?” 

Speaking through Isaiah, Je- 
hovah says, “I have had enough 
of the burnt offerings of rams, 
and the fat of fed beasts; your 
new moons and your appointed 
When 
ye make many prayers, I will 
not hear: Your hands are full of 


feasts my soul hateth . 


blood. Wash you, make you clean; 
put away the evil of your doings 
from before mine eyes; cease to 
do evil; learn to do well; seek 
justice; relieve the oppressed; 
judge the fatherless; plead for the 
widow.” 

‘We have all noticed the vast 
difference between religious 
ceremony and moral life,” de- 
clared Frederick B. Fisher. “It 
may be said with truth that as 
the moral life of a people de- 
clines, the religious ceremony 
seems to increase. The _ history 
of religious reform is the story 
of rebellion against exessive ritual 
and corresponding laxity in mor- 
als. And, strangely, the older an 
organized religion becomes, the 
more ritualistic it is. 

“Tt was this fact which aroused 
Isaiah. He was a prophet of ethics. 
He could not bear to hear the 
name of God mentioned at a 
sacred altar by wicked priests; nor 
could he understand how wicked 
laymen could enter the temple; 
take part in the sacred ceremonies 
of worshin, and come forth seem 
ingly satisfied, when their lives 
were onenly immoral. It was an 
intellectual anneal that he made.’ 
conversation with the 
Jacob's 
Svechar, Jesus taught 


Samaritan woman at 


Well, near 


the principles of true worship. 
The story is familar and we 
are not concerned with any 
phase of it except the part of his 
conversation which deals with wor- 
ship. In order to change the sub- 
ject of conversation from her 
own personal sin and need of a 
savior, the woman asked Jesus to 
settle the long-standing dispute 
between the Jews and the Samari- 
tans as to the right place in 
which to worship. 

Jesus pointed out that God 
may be worshipped anywhere, 
the place not mattering nearly so 
much as the manner in which 
the worshipper worships he de- 
clared, ‘God is the spirit and they 
that worship him must worship 
him in spirit and truth.” Only 
sincere and real worship is ac- 
ceptable to God. All worshippers 
need to remind themselves of this 
fact if they grow as they should 
in their experience and krowledge 
of God 

Paul, in the writing from his 
prison cell in Rome to the Chris- 
tians at Colossi, gave these early 
Christians some suggested aids to 
real worship. He recognized the 
value of “nsalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs” in group worship, 
in addition to teaching and ad- 
monishing and studying the ‘word 
of Christ.” 

Secause regular worship attend- 
ance is a definite means of Chris- 
tian growth, we are urged not to 
forsake the assembling of our- 
selves together (Heb. 10:25).
